1949; Temperatures High 


The 
w eather m an 
wrote m any 
new 
records 
at 
the 
G ettysburg 
lim es w eather station during 1949, 
a year th at proved to be one of the 
w arm est on record here but very 
near norm al as tar as total rainfall 
was concerned, 
although 
s e v e n 
m onths were short of their norm al 
allotm ents. 
T he average tem perature in G e t­ 
tysburg last year was 55.03 degrees, 
which m eans th at on tile average 
tac h day was nearly three degrees 
above the tem perature that 47 years 
of records have shown is norm al. 
G ettysburg’s norm al average yearly 
tem perature is 52.3.*The average for 
1948 was 53.3 degrees here. 
T em peratures here were not as

extrem e in either direction as they 
have been in m any other year* The 
Coldest day last year was 4 above 
zero on February 3 and th e h o ttest 
day was 99 degrees on July 6. T he 
extrem e tem peratures in 1948 were 
7 below zero ann IOO degrees above.

April and Septem ber last 
year were cooler th an usual while 
th e IO o th er m onths piled up figures 
considerably above norm al. One ol

helped boost the year's average and 
February also was far above norm al 
Rainfall About Normal 
M easurable am ounts of rain or 
snow fell on 113 days last year and 
the

precipitation

m al in spite of the fact th a t seven 
m onths were sh o rt of their norm al 
quotas. Ju ly ’s record dow npours th at 
totaled 10:56 inches kept the 1949

OF EVERGREEN 
A LABOR SAVER 


A dim e evergreen gyotind cover 
can improve the appearance of the 
.shrubbery border, says Alfred Put* 
in the New York Herald Tribune, 
There will be no more bare soil 
which must be cultivated or covered 
a ,th a mulch. 
Tim gardener may not realize the 
advantages of a living ground cover 
over the years in saving of time, 
labor and money. There still will be 
some weeding to do until the area Is 
a dense tangle, After that it is 
necessary only to pull an occasional 
straggler. 
But what about the group of daf­ 
fodils, tulips and other bulbs among 
and in the foreground of shrubs? 
They never are better than with a 
living carpet 
and 
their ripening 
foliage is lost to the eye in the 
green around it. Except for very 
dwarf perennials, this group, too, 
benefits from the association. 
Solves Fdglng Task 
When it comes to edging, that 
hard and tedious task all but van­ 
ishes Just run the lawn mower right 
against the plants Never mind if the 
tips are cut off . It will do the plants 
good to be pruned. The artificial 
dividing line between the lawn and 
the shrubbery border disappears with 
an improvement in the appearance 
of the border 
The improvement is especially evi­ 
dent when the shrubs have shed 
their leaves, with a dense m at of 
green reaching right to the wall of 
the building where a foundation 
planting is involved 
Living mulches hold surprisingly 
large quantities of rain water which 
they give up slowly, and the force of 
each raindrop Is broken before it 
reaches the soil. Evaporation of soil 
moisture is reduced to a minimum 
No direct sunlight can reach the 
soil and th a t means a cooler soil 
during the hot summer. 
The opposite holds true for winter. 
Frost is burred from penetrating as 
deeply as in bare soil, but once it 
has entered it takes relatively long 
balmy periods to thaw it out again. 
That gives all plants concerned an 
undisturbed winter rest. 
Should the shrubs need feeding, 
liquid applications offer an excellent 
solution but dry commercial fertilizer 
also can be used. Make sure the 
leaves of the ground cover are dry 
when it u> applied and follow with 
a forceful .stream of water from the 
hose to wash the particles off the 
leaves. 
The large quantity of dry leaves 
which will collect and settle unob­ 
trusively between the plants is an 
im portant contribution to the sup­ 
ply of organic m atter. If more seems 
desirable, granulated peat-moss or 
sedge peat applied lightly over the 
plants will soon sift toward the base. 
Two hardy, low-growing plants 
.ire ideal ground-cover plants among 
shrubs. They are ivy and trailing 
myrtle 
(Vinca 
minor), 
Japanese 
spurge (Pachysandra terminal*) may 
lie added as a third but the upright 
stems call for care when the garden­ 
er has to enter the bed for pruning 
the shrubs. A combination of all 
three is desirable. In that case the 
ivy it, likely to dominate the north 
side while the trailing myrtle, also 
called periwinkle, gets the upjier 
: hand toward the sunny one, with 
the Japanese spurge showing no 
special preference as to position. 
Not just any ivy will do, It must 
tx* a hardy species, and the Baltic 
ivy tHedera helix baltic®* serves 
best where winter.-, are severe, It is 
preferred to the more tender English 
ivy even where winters are relatively 
mild because it has smaller and more 
graceful leaves which are set closer 
along the trailing stems.

should not be allowed to suffer 
from 
lack of moisture, but

dry and not by habit or the calen­ 
dar. 
On the sub met of watering, tem ­ 
perature as well as me’hod should 
not be overlooked Use of cool or 
cold water is unusually banned for 
this plant 
Few growers succeed 
who do not us*- water at or a few 


degrees above room temperature. 
This .should be applied by setting 
the pot in a shallow vessel of water 
until moisture show on the soil sur­ 
face 
Despite opinions and theorie s to 
the contrary, wetting tho leaves will 
not cause spotting unless the wet 
folia re Is exposed ti* direct sunshine 
or th- plant placed m ar a radiator 
or other heating unit.

Dust may cl* . the breathing pores 
of the fuzzy leav< s and cause in­ 
juries. Therefore, the foliage should 
bi* brushed carefully with a soft 
btush every few weeks or gently 
prayed with a fine mist of water 
at room temperature 
The old plant rarely blooms vig­ 
or-u Ii if kept over after blooms 
fade 
The most and finest flowers 
are borne on one-year old plants. 
In actual practice this means that 
old plants should be divided and off­ 
shoot u*ed to start new plants after 
the blooming period ends or the 
leaves used for layering.
